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ABSTRACT 

This survey was conducted in response to increased 
interest and activity in comparative study of adult education during 
last ten years. By means of mailed questionnaire, survey was carried 
out in two stages in March and April of 1972. In the first stage, 154 
institutions and 44 individuals were contacted. In second stage, 
questionnaires were mailed to nine additional institutions and 33 
individuals. Response to survey included 45 institutions and 75 
individuals. In analysing responses and compiling directory, only 
those institutions/ organizations reporting activities and/or research 
in comparative adult education or those reporting a library or 
documentation center were included. Only respondents to survey were 
included. Those who failed to respond, or could not be reached were 
not included. Survey clearly documented that, on world-wide scale, 
comparative study of adult education still is in very rudimentary 
stage of development and that most activities and study are carried 
out at descriptive level. It also showed that comparative studies 
increased in the late 1960's, and are being undertaken by individuals 
and institutions in many places. (Author/NF) 
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INTRODUCTION 



Interest and activities in the comparative study of adult education 
have increased considerably during the last ten yeais. In January of 
this year the Directorate of Adult and Youth Education of the Danish 
Ministry of Education, in co-operation with Unesco and several inter- 
ested institutions, sponsored a meeting of experts in comparative 
adult education at Nordborg, Denmark, A report of the meeting will be 
available at the Third World Conference on adult education in Tokyo 
in July. The meeting of experts also requested that a directory of 
organizations and institutions, as well as of individuals active in 
the comparative study of adult education, should be compiled to foster 
increased contact and to facilitate exchange of information among 
persons interested and active in this emerging sub-discipline. 

The Department of Adult Education of the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education, and the Centre for Continuing Education of the 
University of British Columbia, Canada, agreed to co-sponsor the world 
survey, jointly publish the directory, and make it available for 
distribution at the Third World Conference in Tokyo. 

The survey, by means of a mailed questionnaire, was carried out 
in two stages in March and April of 1972. In the first stage, 154 
institutions and 44 individuals were contacted (for distribution by 
continent see table at the end of the Introduction) . In the second 
stage, as a result of suggestions from respondents to the first stage, 
questionnaires were mailed to nine additional institutions and 33 
individuals (for distribution see table) . The deadline for the first 
stage was May 15 and for the second stage May 30. 

The response to the survey included 45 institutions and 75 
individuals. These figures include all the respondents, whether or 
not they reported activities applicable to the scope of the survey. 

The high number of individual respondents, as compared to that of 
responding institutions, is partially the result of requests to 
institutions to report not only institutional activities, but as well 
to fill out individual forms for their employees /members active in 
the comparative study of adult education. (For distribution of 
respondents by continents see table at the end of the Introduction.) 

In analysing the responses and compiling the directory, only those 
institutions/organizations reporting activities and/or research in 
comparative adult education (or at least studies of adult education 
abroad ) , or those reporting to have a lib rary or documentation centre , 
were included. Those reporting only research of adult education in 
their own country were excluded (the only exception was reports of 
comparative studies of two or more regions or towns of the same 
country). Similarly, only individuals reporting comparative research 
carried out or in process or planning stages, or at least studies of 
adult education abroad, were included in the directory. 
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In editing the reports on activities carried out or in process or 
planning stages, areas of work, interest and activities, with titles 
of studies and projects, were listed rather than full bibliographical 
data, which is outside the scope of this directory. It is expected 
that anyone interested in more detailed information will get in touch 
with the institution/organization or individual reporting the study or 
project . 

In compiling the directory, only respondents to the world survey 
were included. No attempt was made to include those institutions/ 
organizations and individuals who failed to respond or who could not 
be reached. Some of the obvious ommissions can be explained by the 
natural process of self-selection among potential respondents; in some 
cases this might have been due to the variation in the rigour of def- 
inition applied by the potential respondent to comparative adult 
education . (No definition was supplied in the survey; this was done 
on purpose to allow as wide a scope in response as possible in the 
early, formative, stages of contact among persons engaged or interested 
in the comparative study of adult education.) It is hoped that the 
publication of the directory will make institutions/organizations and 
individuals, both listed and not listed here, more aware of each others 
work. The compiler also would appreciate to receive reports on activ- 
ities not listed here for inclusion in a possible second edition of 
the directory. 

The survey clearly documented that, on a world-wide scale, compar- 
ative study of adult education still is in a very Ludimentary stage of 
development and that most activities and study are carried out at the 
descriptive level, primarily describing adult education (or a specific 
aspect or segment of it) in another country. At the same time, it also 
demonstrated that comparative studies increased in the late 1960's, and 
that these are being undertaken by individuals and institutions in 
many places. It is hoped that this survey and directory will result in 
closer contact among those who are active in this important sub-discip- 
line, will point out areas of concern which are developing as well as 
those which have hardly been yet touched, and will spurr on increased 
study, research and exchange of information about adult education across 
national and cultural boundaries.
